“The cost to the consumer before 
prohibition can only be estimated. 
Prof. Fisher, taking the average of 
the three years, 1914 to 1916, in 
order to get away from the war 
conditions, estimates that with beer 
at 5 cents a glass and whisky at 10 
cents, the nation spent $3,500,000,- 
000 a year for drink. His estimate 
may be too large. The American 
Grocer"& magazine, calculated the 
cost to consumers annually for the 
Same three years as slightly more 
than $1,500,000,000. That may be 
too small. The truth is probably 
somewhere between.

Thirty bills proposing street im- 
provements estimated to cost a to- 
tal of $662,808, were voted down by 
the Street Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen today, in response to 


| protests from taxpayers that they 


could not afford the improvements 
at this time. 

The 30 were among $5 street im- 
provement bills pending before the 
board, the total estimated cost be- 
ing $2,332,172 and the tota] yardage 
being 624,720. The projects voted 
down involve about one-third of the 
total yardage. The aldermanic 
committee voted to file the pro- 
posed ordinances for the 30 proj- 
ects, and the filing doubtiess will 


} be ratified by the whole board at 


iis meeting Friday. No action was 
taken on the remaining 55 bills. 

Appearing before the committee 
after it had shelved the 30 bills, 
Director of Streets Brooks said the 
1930 street paving program was 
not getting under way as it should. 

Prior to the beginning of the 
first Miller administration in the 
spring of 4925, the amount of 
street paving each year averaged 
24 miles, which was maised to 51 
miles in 1928, Director Brooks said. 
In 1929 paving declined to 34 miles 
and this year it may slip back to 
the old average, he said. 

Would Furnish Employment. 

“I realize what you Aldermen 

are up against,” Brooke contjnvued, 
“in the way of unemployment and 
money stringency, but I think it's 
a mistake to stop street improve- 
ments, as they will furnish a lot 
of work to unskilled labor.”’ 
’ Director Brooks ipsisted that 
major street improvements not be 
rejected. He said major thorough- 
fares were vital to the city, and 
pointed ottt that property owners 
would have five to seven years to 
pay for the improvements. 

The city has 1026.96 miles of 
streets, Brooks related, including 
647 miles of hard pavements, 198 
miles of soft pavements and 180 
miles of dirt streets. There are 
466.6 miles of alleys, of which 369 
are paved and 97% dirt. 

The proposed street improve- 
ments originated in the Board of 
Publie Service after street inspec- 
tors reported it would be better to 
repave the streets in question than 
continue efforts to keep them in 
repair. The Board of Public Serv- 
ice passed the bills on to the Al- 
dermen after a series of public 
hearings, at which hundreds of 
property owners argued against 
the measures, pleading “hard 
times.”’ 

Improvements Rejected. 

The proposed improvements re- 
jected by the committee were di- 
vided into 30 sections for taxing 
purposes. although involving 22 
streets, as follows:

to be generated at Boulder Canyon 
Dam. He declared that he did not 
feel bound by the recent opinion 
of E. C. Finney, Interior Depart- 
ment solicitor, that under the “pub- 
lic interest” provision of the Boul- 
der Dam Act, the Secretary of the 
Interior could allocate large blocks 
of power to privately owned power 
companies, despite the stipulation 
in the law that preference be given 
States and municipalities, On the 
other hand, he refused to go on 
record favoring the bids of the 
municipalities. 

“I have received different opin- 
{nos from Mr. Finney, from power 
companies, from the Department of 
Justice, from Senators and Repre- 
sentatives,” said Wilbur, “and I 
have been unable to determine 
what was the ‘intent of Congress’ 
in the Boulder dam act. I do not 
feel myself bound by the opinion of 
Mr. Finney or any other individ- 
ual.” 

“Don't you think that you should 
resolve the doubt in favor of the 
public?” asked Brookhart of Iowa. 

“It is a question of what will 
most benefit the public,” Wilbur 
replied. “I regard myself as a 
trustee and I am confronted with a 
business proposition of getting 
$165,000,000 into the Federal 
Treasury at the end of 50 years. . I 
am seeking the greatest possible 
spread for financial security. It 
would be a mistake to give all the 
power to municipalities just as it 
would be a mistake to give it all to 
power com panies.’’ 


States Not Yet Ready. 


Wilbur declared that if Arizona 
and Nevada took the power avail- 
able under a tentative allocation, 
the Southern California Edison Co. 
would receive only 3 per cent. He 
admitted that Arizona had an- 
nounced informally that it would 
not apply for Boulder Dam power. 
Senator Pittman (Dem.), of Ne- 
vada, a member of the committee, 
said that Nevada was not ready to 
take advantage of the Boulder 
Dam power available for it. Un- 
der the terms of the tentative allo- 
cation the power allocated to the 
two states would be leased to the 
Southern California Edison Co. un- 
til the states asserted their claims, 

Senator Dill (Dem.) of Wash- 
ington elicited from Wilbur that 
the present commission had done 
nothing about the charge that the 


Niagara Falls Power Co. had “wa. } 


tered”’ its capital investment ac. 
count by $57,000,000 until the mat- 
ter appeared in the newspapers. 
When Wilbur stated that the com- 
mission did not trust Russell’s 
judgment as a lawyer, Dill pointed 
out that O. C. Merrill, former ex- 
ecutive secretary, had written a 


report to Congress on the Niagara | 


project and that the’ Niagara com- 
pany, through Col. William Kelly, 
former chief engineer of the com- 
mission, had been successful in 
having deleted portion of the report 
pertaining to the company. 
Questioned about his honorary 
membership on the American Com- 
mittee of the World Power Con- 
ference, an organization financed 
by the National Electric Light As- 
sociation and large electrical and 
financial groups, Wilbur said that 
he was merely “window dressing” 
for the committee and that he had 
not performed any duties. He de- 


} nied that he knew how the money 


was raised for the committee and 
gaid that he personally had ac- 
cepted membership “simply as a 
part of the other unpleasant duties 
of the power commission,”

COOLIDGE SPEAKS 
AT DEDICATION OF 
GHLA RIVER DAN 


Former President Urges 
Group of Western States 
to Reach Agreement on 
Boulder Project. 


By the Associated Press. 

COOLIDGE DAM, Ariz., March 5. 
—Coolidge Dam, darrier of steel 
and concrete wich holds back the 
waters of the Gila River, was dedi- 
cated yesterday by former Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in whose honor it 
was named. It will provide irriga- 
tion water for 40,000 acres of iand 
in the Pima Indian Reservation, 
and then water for an additional 
40,000 acres ir. the Florence-Casa 
Grande Valleys of the lower Gila. 

The dam stands at the head of 
Box Canyon, in the Apache Reser- 
vation, and will form a lake, when 
filled, which will bury the Apache 
trading post of San Carlos beneath 
125 feet of water, 

Standing on the parapet of the 
dam, Mr. Coolidge dedicated the 
project to the “advancement of re- 
ligion, education, better homes and 
a better country.” In the same 
brief speech he also called upon 
the people of the Southwest to dedi- 
cate themselves to the task of com- 
pleting the Boulder Dam, which he 
referred to as the ‘““West's greatest 
reclamation project.”

No Reason for Alliance.

Im June. 1891, Gandhi, having 
graduated from the University of 
‘London. was admitted to the Brit- 
ish bar and ieft England for his 
native iand. A Hindu firm then 
sent him to South Africa to con- 
duct a lawsuit. He found the In- 
dians in South Africa treated the 
same as the aboriginal natives. He 
became interested in their efforts 
to raise their status and remained 
in Natali to conduct a successful 
campaign against the Govern- 
men’s anti-Asiatic laws, sacrificing | 
his large iegel income. 

farm Colony Near Durban. 

He founded an agricultural col- 
ony near Durban in 1904 based on 
his idea of renunciation. He 
abandoned his iegal garb and e- 
gan wearing only a ioin cloth. 
Henceforth he became in the eyes 
of his followers Mahatma—the 
Great Soul. 

Fer organizing a mass refusal 
of Indian laborers to register their 
fingerprints, the Mahatma wag im- 
prisoned at Johannesburg in 1906 
for two months. In 1813 he organ- 
ized strikes of protest against a poll 
tax said to be aimed at Asiatics. 
He ied a targe procession across 
the country with the siogan. “Jo- 
hannesburg or jail.” As it went fts 
numbers increased.

THE MABINOGION. A New

Until now there has been only: 

one English version of the eleven 
medieval prose romances con- 
tained in “The Mabinogion”—that 
of Lady Charlotte Guest. While 
this has been highly esteemed as 
a popular reading version, and for 
its literary quality as well, the 
translator is said to have under- 
taken the task for the amuse- 
ment of her own children, with the 
result that much that seemed un- 
suited to youngsters: was omitted 
from the text. Furthermore, Lady 
Guest had no intention of produc- 
ing an accurate scholarly version 
of the tales and did not, we are 
told, consult the various manuscript 
versions. Now for the first time, 
it seems, English readers may have 
the whole of The Mabinogion, un- 
bowlderized and as faithful to the 
originals throughout as it is pos- 
sible for careful scholars to make 
it.

PAUL B. GRATIOT DES 
GRANDSON OF PONEER 


Succumbs to Infirmities at 83 
—Funeral at 2:30 P. M. 
Tomorrow. ~ 


Paul Benjamin Gratiot, 83 years 
old, the last of the grandchildren 
of Charles Gratiot, head of the 
American family of Gratiots and 
one of the early settlers of St. 
Louis, died of the infirmities of age 
yesterday in the house in which he 
was born, at 6135 Victoria avenue. 

For many years associated with 
old St. Louis banking houses, at 
one time with Barthlow, Lewis & 
Co., he had been connected until 
six months ago with the William 
C. Johnson & Sons Machinery ©o., 
1211 North Twelfth street, where 


He was unmarried and made his 
home with his niece, Miss Edith 
Gratiot, who with two other nieces, 
Mrs. James Blythe and Mrs, Dan 
S. M. Jehnson, both of St. Louw, 
survive him. The funeral will be 
held at 2:30 o’ciock tomorrow a‘t- 
ernoon from the residence with 
burial in Calvary Cemetery. 

His grandfather, the first Charles 
Gratiot, a French Huguenot, was 
forced to leave Lausanne, Switzer- 
land, by the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, ani coming to the col- 
onies, first stopped in Charleston, 
8 C. Ym 1777 he settled in &t. 
Louis and engaged in merchandis- 
ing. St. Louis had been estab- 
lished as a trading post only i3 
years before. He married Victoire 


Chouteau, a sister of Auguste 
Chouteau, the companion of La- 
clede, and one of their nine chil- 
dren was Pauli M. Gratiot, the 
father of Paul Benjamin Gratiot, 
who with two of his brothers had 
a prominent part in opening the 
lead fiela@s around Galena, fil. 
and in founding the town. WNine- 
ty-eight years ago Pau! Gratiot Sr. 
returned to St. Louis to spend the 
remainder of his life on his farm, 
part of the Gratiot League Square, 
laid out by his father. 

The Gratiot League Square, s0- 
called because the sides of the 
square were three miles long, was 
granted by the King of Spain 
through his GoVernor-General a 
New Orleans, Manuel Gayoso. The 
territory which it covered reaches 
from Kingshighway to Big Bend 
boulevard and from Arsenal street 
to a line dividing Forest Park in 
half. It is about one-seventh the 
size of the entire city. 

When George Rogers Clark made 
his conquest of the Illinois country, 
Charies Gratiot was one of the 
French settlers to give most val- 
uable assistance in opposition to 
the English.

MRS. J. 6. WOODBURY, PIONEER 

- CHRISTIAN SCIENTIST, DIES 

She Was One of yok Opponents 
of gasp ercr , Suing

BOSTON, March 5.—Mrs. Jose- 
phine Curtis Woodbury died at 
Nice, France, Monday. She came 
into prominence here in 1880 as 
one of the ploneers in the Chris- 


tian Science movement. She wrote 
poems and articles for church pub- 
lications and had considerable of a 
following. She tater came out in 
opposition to Mary Bakér Eddy... 
the founder of the. movement of 
which she herself was an ardent 
‘exponent, and launched a campaign 
against her. As a result of her 
actions she was barred from the 
church. In 1896 she set up a mag 
nificent home on Commonwealth 
avenue where she was surrounded 
by pomp and a group of admirers. 

The culmination of the differ- 
ence between the two women 
brought Mre. Woodbury interna- 
tional notice in 1899 when she sued 
Mrs. Bddy for $400,000 on grounds 
of erimina! libel. She charged 
that Mrs. Eddy referred to her as 
the “scarlet woman of Babylon.” 
The court decided in favor of Mrs. 
Eddy. 

Mrs. Woodbury in turn was sued 
on two occasions, once by her son, 
Curtis Palmer Woodbury, who 
claimed equity in the house his 
mother occupied, alleging he had 
surrendered as the result of fraud 
and misrepresentation on his 
mother’s part. The court decided 
against the son. . The second suit 
was brought by the husband of one 
of Mrs. Woodbury’s followers, who 
charged alienation of affections.

INQUIRY INTO THE SALE 
OF NAPOLEONIC JEWELS 


New York Prosecutor An- 
nounces He Will Take Evi- 
dence to Grand Jury. 


NEW YORK, March 5.—Grand 
jury action was in prospect today 
in connection with the-sale of the 
Napoleonic diamond necklacéd, heir- 
loom of the Hapsburge family, to 
a local jeweler for $60,000. 

Represenfatives - of the aged 
Archduchess Marie Theresa of 
Austria, former owner of the néck- 
lace, which she values at nearly 
$400,000, say she received only 
$7270, while her agent, Charles L. 
Townsend, retained $52,730 of the 
sale price for expenses. The Arch- 
duchess maintains the sale was ef- 
fected by Townsend after she had 
revoked his power of attorney. 

Archduke Leopold, grand- 
nephew of the Archduchess, yes- 
terday told Harold W. Hastings, 
Assistant District Attorney, he had 
been present at the sale of the 
necklace to D. M. Michel, a jeweler, 
and had received a commission 
from Townsend. The amount was 
not given. 

Leopold said Michel bought the 
diamonds for what he appraised 
their intrinsic value and had 
promised to return the silver set- 
ting to him. He said he “might 
return the setting to the Arch- 
duchess.” He told Hastings he 
had no idea where Townsend was, 
as he had not seen him since the 
day of the sale, Feb. 11. Lawrence:
